DROPPED FROM 
PLANE 10 OPEN 


ATOMIC TESTS 


Flash of Explosion Seen 
in Las Vegas, 60 Miles 
Away, but No Shock 
Wave Is Felt — No 
Troops Take Part. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., Feb. 18 
(AP)—The long delayed 1955 
atomic test series finally began 
today with the explosion of a 
nuclear device dropped from a 
bomber flying high over the 
Nevada proving grounds. 

The plane drop, originally set 
for 7:30 a.m. (9:30 a.m. St. Louis 
time), was delayed four and a 
half hours because of weather 
and “operational difficulties.” 

The flash was seen in Las 
Vegas at just about noon. 

About 25 major experiments 
were connected with the se- 
quence timer which detonated 
theb last, the AEC said. These 
were for developmental and for 
weapons and civil effects pur- 


poses, 


The explosion was an alter- 
nate to a tower shot which was 
to have opened the series Tues- 
day. Unfavorable weather 
caused daily postponéments of 
the tower detonation and it is 
still pending. . It was windy in 
Las Vegas at the time of the 

se drop. 


No cloud could be seen from 
Las Vegas, 60 miles away. Ob- 
servers said that actually the 
nuclear explosion looked like 
the flash of a “small flash 
bulb.” No shock wave was felt 


in Las Vegas. 


Winds Clear Skies. 
During the morning hours 
there was a heavy overcast in 
this area but strong winds 


eleared the skies of all but a 


test. 

Although no atomic cloud was 
observed from Las Vegas at the 
time of the blast, later, among 
other clouds in the area, one 
developed that was different in 
color and shape and appeared 
to be rising. 

With the shift to an air drop, 
troop maneuvers were canceled. 
But more than 1000 military ob- 
servers watched the aftermath 
of the explosion from News Nob} 
at least seven miles away from 
Yucca Flat. 

Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion was still on hand, but four’ 
members of the Joint Congres- 
sional Atomic Energy Commit- 
tee had returned to Washington. 

Most of the 16 plane drops in 
past series here have been det- 
onated at a height of 2000 feet 
or more above the desert. 


50 Planes in Operation, 
By the United Press. 

Approximately 50 aircraft, in- 
cluding the delivery plane, took 
part in the operation. They sam- 
pled the atomic cloud for radio- 
activity, tracked and charted its 
course and provided a small 
plane air-lift support for sci- 
entists. 

Today's burst was estimated 
unofficially as having a force of 
between 5000 and 15,000 tons of 
TNT, compared to the 25,000-ton 
force of the ‘bombs that. de- 
stroyed Nagasaki and Hiroshima. 
Weapons in the “big” class for 
‘use in tests within the United 
States are estimated at 50 “kts,” 
equivalent of 50,009 ten of TNT. 

It was the 32nd nuclear de- 
tonation in Nevada and the 33rd 
in the United States.

These reports say British re- 
search is far enough along to 
expect equipment of planes with 
air-to-air missiles before the end 
of 1956, but suggest that surface- 
to-surface missiles might not be 
generally available mueh before 
1960. 

Any purchase of American 
missiles of that type presumably 
would be a temporary measure 
to provide Britain with weapons 
until it is prepared to produce 
its own.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (UP) 
—A New York publisher accused 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation yesterday of “attempting 
to suppress” a book by 
Matusow, Communist informant 
who now says he lied at Govern- 
ment trials. ' 

Publisher Alfred E. Kahn told 
reporters the FBI had visited 
printers and binders and was 
“intimidating” them by “making 
inquiries about who was han- 
dling the book.” 

“This is intimidation?” a re- 
porter asked. 

“If it is sufficiént to make a 
Ibook decide not to print the 
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books, then it has some charac- 
ter of intimidation,” Kahn said. 
| The Department of Justice 
‘declined to comment. 

Kahn said some printers had 
refused to handle the book on 
the ground that it is “too hot.” 
| But he said he and his part- 
‘ner, Angus Caméron, had found 
‘three firms, one of which, he 
‘said, was sure to do the work. 

‘The Book Is Coming Out.” 

“The book is coming out,” he 
said, and arrangements already 
have been made to print it and 
syndicate it in Britain and 
France. 

Two New York City firms, 
American Book-Stratford Press, 
Inc., and F. M. Chariton Co., 
Inc., binders—said they had 
been approached by Cameron

Trails Holdup Man 5 Blocks 
to Tavern—Was ‘Plenty 
Scared.’ 


Like many a boy, 15-year-old 
Marvin Hilligoss of Maplewood 


| “always dreamed of catching a 
‘robber.” Yesterday he helped 


do just that. 

Marvin, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Floyd R. Porter, 3662 Common- 
wealth avenue, Maplewood, 
trailed a holdup man for five 
blocks, kept him in sight and 
helped identify him for police 
as the robber of a dry goods 
store at 1615 Market street. 

The man, who gave his name 
as Julius J. Henslee, 24, of 
Viburne, Mo., was arrested as he 
left a tavern at Fifteenth and 
Olive streets, after young Hilli- 
goss had followed him doggedly 
“to keep him from getting away.” 
Police said Henslee admitted tak- 


said his suspicions were aroused 
when he noticed “a man who 
acted funny and was walking 
reat fast.” Moments later, the 
proprietor of the store, Morris 
Nelson, /34 Leland drive, Uni- 
versity City, “dashed out shout- 
ing he had been held up,” Mar- 
vin related. 

“I dropped my gym bag and 
took out after him,” Marvin 
said. “He kept looking back 
over his shoulder to see if any- 
‘one was following, but I don't 
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ithink he saw me.” 

The man led the boy over Six- 
teenth street north to Chestnut 
street, east fo Fifteenth, then 
north to Olive and east to Four- 
teenth street, where he went into 
the tavern. “Sometimes I 
walked and sometimes I ran to 
keep up with him,” Marvin said. 
“TI knew he had a gun and I was 
plenty scared.” 

“I almost missed him at the 
tavern,” the boy said. “I walked 
by it and looked in. I thought 
1 saw him but I wasn’t sure, so 
I walked on a few feet. Then 
I went back and there he was, 
sitting at the bar lighting a 
cigarette.” 


“Then I knew he recognized 
me, so I went next door to an 
appliance shop and told them 
about it. When I came out -he 
was walking out of the tavern. 
Then a policeman came up and 
stuck a gun in his back.” 

The officer, Motorcycle Pa- 
trolman Emanuel Stuckey, heard 
a radio description of Henslee 
which had been. obtained from 
Nelson and caught up with the 
robber at the tavern. As the 
officer approached, Marvin 
| pointed out the holdup man. 

Nelson said Henslee came into 
the dry goods stare and asked 
to look at a shirt before draw- 
ing a pistol and ordering the 
proprietor into a back room 
He took $31 from Nelson's pill. 
fold and dashed out, 

Marvin, an eighth grade 
dent at Maplewood Junior 
School, had just come from the 
‘Downtown Y.M.C.A., where he 
is a junior leader. “We had a 
track lesson and I gue that 
helped me keep up with him, 
but I was really beat when it 
was all over,” he recalied.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18 (AP)—A 
big telephone wire-tapping cen- 


ter, capable of eavesdropping on|# 


phone conversations over much 
of Manhattan’s business and resi- 
dential area, is reported to have 
been raided by police. 

However, police authorities re- 
mained strangely silent on the 
matter long after accounts first 
appeared in newspapers, 

For a time various high rank- 
ing officials disclaimed any 
knowledge, then issued denials. 
Finally it was announced that 
Police Commissioner Francis W. 
H. Adams would make a state- 
ment today. 


The newspapers said the raid 
was disclosed in a memorandum 
submitted to legislative leaders 
in Albany by the New York City 
Anti-Crime Committee, a pri- 
vate organization. 


Purpose of the memorandum, 
it was said, was to show that un- 
authorized wire-tapping of tele- 
phones here is now so wide- 
spread that new legislation is 
required to curb it. 


Newspaper stories said the 
raid had been inspired by .dis- 
closures that the murdered 
Serge Rubinstein, multimillion- 
aire financial manipulator, made 
wide use of taps to get infor- 
mation for his market manipu- 
lations and to check on his girl 
friends. 

These were some of the de- 
tails reported by the papers: 

The raid was carried out last 
Friday by a police squad head- 
ed by a high ranking officer. 
BS They crashed into an apartment

Mayer's proposal envisaged 
disaster status boards by means 
of which officials in one locality 
would know at a glance the alert 
of other localities in the nation. 
The system would be co-ordin- 
ated closely with civil defense 
networks. 

Emphas that opinions ex- 
pressed in talk were not 
necessarily representative of De- 
partment of Defense thinking, 
Mayer said the United States had 
not yet developed an effective 


disaster early warning system for

Strange Exodus 


A remarkable exodus of members of inde- 
pendent regulatory commissions of the Federal 
Government has taken place in the first half of 
the Eisenhower Administration. 

Nine members of five regulatory commissions 
have resigned since this Administration came 
into power two years ago. These resignations 
have enabled Eisenhower appointees to compose 
a majority of the Atomic Energy Commission, the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, and the 
Civil Service Commission, 

The Administration has gained a majority on 
still a fourth regulatory agency, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, through a retirement, 
the ending of a term, and the forcing out of a 
third member under the mandatory-retirement 
act. 

Through the resignation route one Eisenhower 
appointee has gone on the Feder&’l Communica- 
tions Commission. Normal expirations of terms 
have enabled the Administration to appoint 
chairmen of two other regulatory agencies, the 
Federal Trade Commission and the Federal 
Power Commission. An attempt was made to 
gain a Republican majority on the Tariff Com- 
mission by enlarging it; but the move, after suc- 
ceeding in the House, bogged down in the 
Senate. 

Nothing like this mass exodus from the regu- 
latory commissions, and upheaval within them, 
appears to have occurred in the previous com- 
parable period. That was when the Democratic 
Administration of Franklin D. Roosevelt came 
into office in 1933 after a long period of Re- 
publican rule. 

* * . 

President Roosevelt did remove a member of 
the Federal Trade Commission, William E. Hum- 
phrey, and maneuvered to have commissioners 
of his preference on other agencies shifted to 
the chairmanships. The Supreme Court eventu- 
ally ruled that President Roosevelt lacked au- 
thority to remove Mr. Humphrey in order to 
install an appointee more in sympathy with Ad- 
ministration aims. 

Not all the present weakening of the regula- 
tory agencies has occurred during the Eisenhower 
Administration... The weakening of the FPC 
started in President Truman’s time when the 
Senate declined to confirm the President's re- 
nomination of Leland Olds. 


For a decade Mr. Olds has stood for the public 
interest on FPC. His leadership encouraged oth- 
ers to hold firm who otherwise might have 
wavered. His loss was therefore a heavy one. It 
was followed by a second blow, the appointment 
by President Eisenhower of Jerome K. Kuyken- 
dall as chairman. Mr. Kuykendall’s record did 
not hold out a very bright hope that he would 
take a firm hand with private power and gas 
companies, 

Thomas L. Stokes reports that subsequently 
the expert staff of FPC has been undermined 
and bypassed, a reorganization has taken place 
with executives of electric and gas utilitigs advis- 
ing how it should be done, and the utilities 
which the commission is supposed to regulate 
now deal directly with sympathetic top officials 
of FPC. 

All this should be a subject of concern for 
every citizen. For the terms of members of regu- 
latory commissions are staggered by law to pre- 
vent just such suddén and violent changes in the 
composition of these agencies, aswell as to in- 
sure their continuity in experienced hands.

The reason behind this law-making is that the 
regulatory commissions must be insulated from 
partisan pressures in order to command public 
respect and in order to exercise the independence 
of thought and action which their duties require. 


Operation of these agencies for partisan ad- 
vantage could destroy their value and make 
them the means of political intimidation, op- 
pression, and revenge. 

There is, it seems to us, an inviting opportu- 
nity here for committees of Congress to func- 
tion in their role of overseer. The role, that is, 
of seeing to it that the intent of Congress in 
enacting laws is preserved by the Executive 
branch in administering them. 

To perform this task of overseeing is a re- 
sponsibility of Congress which no other agency 
or branch of Government can meet.

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Protest From Milford T. English 


State Representative Milford T. English of 
Ladue objects to inclusion of his name in the 
Wednesday editorial, “They Voted for Secrecy.” 
Mr. English states in a letter that “I did not 
vote for secrecy in committee meetings,” and 
says he wants the facts known. 

The facts are these: The Missouri House voted 
76 to 41 for permanent rules which, for the first 
time, ignore the State Constitution’s requirement 
that legislative committees shall report how their 
members vote. Before doing that, the House re- 
jected by 77 to 50 an amendment requiring a 
public record of committee votes. 

Mr. English voted for the amendment against 
secrecy, and then voted on final roll-call for the 
full body of permanent rules including secrecy. 
He says he felt “it was better to operate under 
permanent rules than no rules at all.” 

He was not alone in this. Two other Republi- 
cans, Olen Deckard of Douglas county and Virgil 
R. Johnston of Daviess county, also voted for the 
defeated amendment and then for the permanent 
rules. So did two Democrats, Charles W. Foley 
of Pemiscot and Charles B. James of Dunklin 
county. 

Representative English contends he did not 
vote for secrecy in voting for House rules for 
secrecy. Two-score other legislators did_ not 
agree. They refused to be on both sides of the 
question and followed the advice of Representa- 
tive A. Clifford Jones of Clayton, who said: 
“Certainly we should not be afraid for the peo- 
ple to know how we vote up here.”

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When Private Enterprise Fails 

The St. Louis Parking Association says it 
would be happy to co-operate with the civic and 
city agencies concerned with traffic and off- 
street parking. 

That sounds fine, but there is a little more to 
this problem than merely sounding off. Actions 
are important, too. If the parking lot operators 
want to implement their agreeable sentiment 
they might consider supporting the city’s park- 
ing bill in the Missouri Legislature instead of 
opposing it. 

The measure would permit St. Louis to con- 
demn residential property for development of 
new parking facilities. It also would enable the 
city to use parking meter receipts to retire rev- 
enue bonds issued to finance such projects. 

Mayor Tucker has made it clear that the city 
has no intention of competing with private en- 
terprise in this field. The city would act only 
when. private enterprise was either unwilling 
or unable to tackle a particular project. That is 
reasonable and in the public interest. 

Studies made by the Municipal Off-Street 
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Parking Commission show a serious deficiency 
in parking space, particularly in outlying bust- 
ness districts. In view of their announced will- 
ingness to co-operate with the city, the private 
operators ought to have no objection to giving 
the city the power to act to meet this need. 
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With Zhukov in Mind? 

Secretary Dulles's comments on the récent 
Soviet change of power will undoubtedly be read 
with close attention in the Kremlin. What he 
said on this point in his New York speech 
Wednesday night can be construed as a rather 
open bid for negotiation between the United 
States and the Soviet Union under certain 
conditions. 

Mr. Dulles’ suggested that a struggle for 
power may be going on in the Kremlin between 
those who place first the outward thrust of in- 
ternational Communism, and those who would 
subordinate this party drive to the national in- 
terests of Russia. And he went on: 

The time may come—I believe it will come 
—when Russians of stature will patriotically 
put first their national security and the wel- 
fare of their people. They will be unwilling 
to have that security and that welfare sub- 
ordinated to the world-wide ambitions of in- 
ternational Communism. If their point of 
view should prevail, then indeed that could 
be a basis for worthwhile negotiation and 
practical agreements between the United 
States and the new Russia. Then there might 
be reactivated the historic friendship be- 
tween our countries and our peoples, 

It is not difficult to surmise that Mr. Dulles 
may have had in mind, as the champions of the 
“Russia first” point of view, the Army group 
represented by Marshal Zhukov, the wartime 
friend of President Eisenhower, who became 
Defense Minister in the Bulganin Cabinet after 
Premier Malenkov was deposed. There is no 
question that Marshal Zhukov, banished to an 
obscure command after the war, has made a 
spectacular comeback since Stalin’s death. He 
now appears to be one of the dominant figures 
in Moscow. 

Since Zhukov and the President got along so 
well as wartime commanders, the possibility of 
their sitting down together to discuss peacetime 
problems is an attractive one. It is not at all un- 
reasonable to suppose that Zhukov, who now 
holds the post formerly held by Bulganin, might 
himself become Premier at some future date. 


It would be idle to expect, in such case, a spec- 
tacular public renunciation of international Com- 
munism, for Zhukov like every other Soviet 
leader must work through the Communist party. 
Yet the party line has changed before, and it 
could change again. Mr. Dulles appears to have 
suggested that a change of a certain kind would 
open the way to negotiation and “reactivated 
friendship.” 
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Till Fund Drives Are United 


As plans for future unification of charity fund 
campaigns in St. Louis get under way, they 
should not be made an excuse for inadequate 
contributions to current drives for worthy chari- 
ties. This applies at the present time to the 
fund-raising campaigns being conducted by the 
Y.M.C.A., the Red Cross and the Heart Fund. 

The efforts by Civic Progress, Inc., to bring 
all individual drives for operating funds into one 
big all-inclusive campaign are directed at 1956, 
not 1955. 

Meanwhile, the individual fund drives need 
support. And if their solicitors can tell prospec- 
tive contributors that this is the last time they 
expect to be making separate appeals, they 
should find an even more generous response 
than if the unification plans were not in 
progress.

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Educators Against Eisenhower Plan 
If President Eisenhower's school aid proposals 
were designed to spread contentment and grati- 
tude among educators, they failed. The National 
Education Association, representative of public 
school interests, has come out against them as 
offering “too little aid and too much control.” 


The plan to appropriate a few millions for di- 
rect grants and to underwrite a few millions 
more in school bonds to stimulate heavy invest- 
ment just does not meet the need. Though Secre- 
tary Oveta Culp Hobby :defended the plan be- 
cause it “will enable the American people to 
form a working partnership using private, local, 
state and federal dollars to build badly needed 
schools,” even some Republican Senators say it 
will not do. 

This “partnership” formula is dear to the Ad- 
ministration. In some fields it may have its mer- 
its, but free schools simply ¢annot be turned 
into attractive investmert opportunities. They 
produce no revenue; so the offer to insure 
school bonds is of limited usefulness. Or are 
school districts to default on their bonds much 
in the way a farmer lets the CCC have his sur- 
plus wheat instead of paying off his loan? If so, 
why all the indirection and the bookkeeping? 

New York’s Republican Senator Ives—with 
the concurrence of New Jersey’s Republican Sen- 
ator Smith—says the Eisenhower proposal does 
not have a chance unless the grants it proposes 
are considerably increased. But the N.E.A. sug- 
gests a return to the school aid proposals made 
by the late Senator Taft, former Senator Thomas 
of Utah and Senator Hill of Alabama. Congress 
is sure to hear quite a bit from Senator Hill— 
especially about. his plan to cover school grants 
by offshore oil revenues. , 

If the Administration sought to beat him to 
the hopper with a school aid plan, its strategists 
had better consider whether they have not given 
him more ammunition instead. Above all, they 
should remind themselves that every child needs 
a year of schooling now. The time cannot be 
made up in the future. 
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Our Area’s Earnings Abroad - 

Are Missouri and Illinois international-minded? 
They should be, according to a study just made 
by a group of 15 steamship lines. Farmers and 
workmen in these two states depend to a good 
extent on commodities sold abroad to supply 
their livelihoods, according to this study. The 
same is true of workmen and farmers in Wiscon- 
sin, a third state included in the study. 


Wheat sales abroad brought $40,000,000 to TIli- 
nois and Missouri farmers in 1953. Corn, the 
leading crop export for these states, brought in 
on the average $50,000,000 a year to this area 
from 1948 to 1952.

From within their borders $215,000,000 in 
farm machinery was shipped overseas that year. 
The 77,000 men and women employed in automo- 
bile assembly and parts plants earned $80,000,000 
from exports of cars.

MANILA. 

On the day of his inauguration as 
President of the Philippines just over 
a year ago, Ramon Magsaysay (pro- 
nounced Mag-SY-sy) rode to the cere- 
monies with the retiring President, El- 
pidio Quirino, whom he had defeated. 

Except for the driver and a security 
escort they were alone; one, a jaded 
politician of the old Quezon hierarchy; 
the other, a young’ (then 46), vigor- 
ous, handsome, restless fellow who had 
won the fancy and 
worship of his peo- 
ple by putting 
down a dangerous 
Cemmunist-led re- 
bellion. 

The old Presi- 
dent urged the new 
President to take 
it easy, not to de- 
stroy himself with 
zeal, and not to at- 
tempt to reform 
the country over- 
night. Mr. Quirino 
asked that he be 
allowed to have a 
military guard for 
a while at the pleasant country place 
he had built. 

Magsaysay furnished the guard but 
he did not follow Quirino’s advice about 
going slow. Had he done so his first 
year in office might have been easier. 

With all the zeal at his command he 
has. held a very thin line against vo- 
racious jungle politics and resistance 
to change among his people. 

At the base of Magsaysay’s difficul- 
ties is something which, at some risk 
of oversimplification, can be called 
“caciquism.” A cacique (ca-see-kee) is 
a privileged person and local boss — 
and caciquism, in brief, is the exploita- 
tion of Filipinos by Filipinos, of the 
ignorant ang underprivileged by the 
better informed and underscrupled. 
Jose Rizal, the national hero-martyr, 
wrote two novels about it.

From the Rule of Spain 


Caciquism was a prime factor in the 
rebellion against Spain here. Under 
American influence it was considerably 
subdued. But with the increasing re- 
linquishment of autonomy to the Fili- 
pinos over half a century, caciquism 
crept into the old crevices of habit. 

The key to Magsaysay’s attack on 
caciquism is land, reform. Unsettled 
Government lands are being opened 
to new settlers. This program is coupled 
with a resettlement project under two 
agencies which provide Government as- 
sistance in the form of housing, farm 
tools and food and medicines. 

A special session of the Legislature 
passed an Agricultural Tenancy Act, 
newly and clearly defining the relation- 
ship between tenant and landlord and 
giving the tenant a better break. 

Since an estimated 90 per cent of 
Senators and Congressmen are either 
landowners themselves or indebted po- 
litically and financially to vested land 
interests, the wonder is that it passed. 


Dealing With Communism 


Since the exploitation of Filipinos 
by Filipinos is at the bottom of unrest 
and incipient rebellion, Magsaysay’s at- 
tack on caciquism is a way of dealing 
with the Communist threat. Commu- 
nism has been checked but not eradi- 
cated. Only the military challenge has 
been met, and that not entirely. 

One of the devices that have proved 
useful in the effort to draw away sup- 

rt from the Communists and Huks 
s Magsaysay’s Complaints and Actions 
Commission, to which people may ap- 
peal directly for redress of individual 
wrongs.

An ambitious five-year program of 
industrial encouragement, agricultural 
boosting, power development and road 
building has to be financed partly by 
bond issues, and even so it ig too slow 
in progress to have immediate effétt on 
a serious unemployment situation. 

Some of Magsaysay’s worst troubles 
have come from within his adopted 
political party. The Nacionalistas had 
been out of power since 1946. Hungry 
for jobs and patronage they besieged 
the President. 

On the international scene, Mag- 
saysay has been regarded as a potential 
leader of the Asians and a spokesman 
for the anti-Communist forces in this 
part of the world. At least, many in 
the United States seem to want to push 
him into that role. 

Magsaysay seemed to Americans a 
vindication of their 50-year experinient 
in colonialism. Proposals were made to 
send this new “strong man” of the 
Philippines crusading against Commu- 
nism all over Asia. 


His ‘Homework’ to Do 


Neighboring Asians, whether inclined 
to Communism or not, would have had 
evidence thrust upon them that the 
Philippines was a puppet nation and not 
really independent. The possessively 
hero-worshiping Filipinos would have 
resented having their newly elected 
President whisked a from them on 
some errand for Un@ie Sam before he 
could get around to keeping any. of his 
election promises, and the Communist 
propagandists would have enjoyed a 
field day. 

Magsaysay himself never seriously 
entertained the Asia leadership idea. 

One of the first pronouncements after 
the Inaugural Address was a denial of 
any intent to leave the country at that 
time or in the near future. He said he 
had his “homework” to do. 

In doing that “homework,” Magsay- 
Say goes out constantly among the 
people. He bounds by air or travels by 
motor from one province to another, 
opening construction of new roads, hold, 
ing an official Cabinet meeting in some 
remote village to show the people how 
the Government works, dedicating new 
artesian wells or dropping in for un- 
announced inspection trips to see for 
himself how people are getting along. 


Inroads on Privilege 


After a year In office, Magsaysay has 
not won all his battles. The great 
weight of influence, power and habit 
aligned against change may make it 
impossible for him to attain even his 
fundamental objectives in one four- 
year term of office or even two terms, 
which is the constitutional limit for con- 
secutive occupancy. But if he lives, and 
retains his health, he will make inroads 
upon entrenched privilege. 


If he succeeds even partly he will 


continue to be a magnet of attention 
in Asia and might accomplish by ex- 
ample what no amount of regional cru- 
sading against Communism could do.

Japanese Color Prints 
THE FLOATING WORLD, Je chener. 

(Random House, 403 Naat 078) ~~ 

Since James A. Michener wrote his 
Pulitzer Prize- ng “Tales of the 
South Pacific,” he has turned his atten- 
tion to the Far East, and his two most 
recent novels have both been set ‘in 
Japanese surroundings, Instead of a 
novel this time Mr. Michener has 
brought something else from the Japa- 
nese scene to America in this beauti- 
fully-printed book about Japanese block 
prints and the imaginative artists of yes- 
terday who created them. 

“The Floating World” title derives 
from the Japanese “ukiyo,” a Buddhist 
word meaning, “the sad, floating, evan- 
escent, grief-stricken world.” Adding 
the suffix “e,” 
makes the word 
“ukiyo-e” which has 
long been used in a 
different sense to 
denote a particular 
art tradition. Mr. 
Michener, admit- 
ting the word de- 
fies precise defini- 
tion, uses it to 
mean pictures of 
“the modern mode, 
the passing scene, 
the floating world 
of pleasure,” and 
goes on to write 
that it “refers to 

aintings or wood-block prints, particu- 
arly the latter, depicting scepes of 
everyday life, particularly those relating 
to beautiful women and actors... pic 
tures of the floating. world.” 

Ukiyo-e first made its appearance in 
the early days of the Edo Period (1615- 
1868), beginning as illustration for 
storybooks and later developing into 
the creation of individual prints. It 
was during this period, when Japan 
lived under the oppressive Tokugawa 
shogunate with its elaborate strangle- 
hold of rules and regulations for person- 
al conduct backed by a rigid caste sys- 
tem, that the color print movement 
came to full flower, then withered and 
died as a result of governmental restric- 
tion. Many of the finest examples of 
this great art reached Europe during 
this e, through the Dutch traders at 
the port of Nagasaki, but it was not un- 
til 1850 that the delicate balance and 
sufficiency of Japanese prints with their 
sense of simplicity yet full completion, 
caused an artistic sensation in France 
when they were placed on sale at a 
Parisian shop called La Porte Chinoise. 

Enthusiastic notices about the work of 
Hokusai and Utamaro, written by Ed- 
mond de Goncourt, did much to attract 
public attention to the qualities of this 
new art form, and traces of the influ- 
ence of ukiyo-e are easy to find after 
that in the work of such Western paint- 
ers as Toulouse-Lautrec, Cassatt, Bon- 
nard, Van Gogh, Pissarro, Whistler and 
Gauguin, among others. 

Despite the furor Japanese prints 
created in nineteenth pe art a 
the Japanese people themselves have 
never considered ukiyo-e as a major art 
form, and Michener neatly compares 
their attitude in this matter with that of 
some sophisticated Americans towards 
the jazz idiom born in this country. 

The main narrative thread: of the 
book is a social commentary on the pe- 
riod during which ukiyo-e thrived, and | 
it serves to link the anecdotal chapters 
dealing with the individual artists and

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The New Movies 


Spencer Tracy in 


Taut Suspense Film 
By Myles Standish 


OR steadily mounting suspense, tautness and simplicity 

of story and leanness of execution, “BAD DAY AT 

BLACK ROCK,” which opens today at LOEW’S STATE 
THEATER, might well be compared with “High Noon” of a 
couple of years back. It too is a Western, 
although a modern one, and has as its 
théme one man-against odds. 

The purpose of the story, however, is 
one of pure suspense. And it's a dandy 
of its kind, one that grips you from be- 
ginning to end, at first with mystification, 
then with fear. Its muscular story, moving 
steadily in an unbending line with no diffusion, has been 
vividly directed by John Sturges and pointed up by a first- 
rate ensemble acting performance, topped ie ge old mas- 
ter, Spencer Tracy. 


Not to tell too much of the story, it concerns a close- 
mouthed one-armed stranger, Mr. Tracy, who alights from a 
streamliner at the dingy little collection of buildings out 
in the middle of the Southwestern desert and asks the way 
to a certain spot out of town. He is met with hostility 
from most of the people in the hamlet, then finds himself 
isolated in the town and, as he probes the mystery of what 
it is all about, marked for murder. Among the people 
surrounding him in a prize gallery of character acting, are 
Robert Ryan as the brooding town boss, Dean Jagger as a 
sheriff who stays drunk, Ernest Borgnine as a sadistic and 
murderous bully, Lee Marvin as a lean, ugly-mannered and 
sardonic cowhand-thug, John Eriscson as @ nervous hotel 
clerk, Walter Brennan as a spunky undertaker-veterinarian. 
The only woman around is Ann Francis, in a small role as 
the filling station proprietress. 


The development is logical enough, with a surprise 
twist at the end, except that I thought Spencer’s fighting 
prowess, for being one-armed, remarkable, if not incredible. 

It’s a good yarn, enhanced by the CinemaScope pho- 
tography (the shots of the Southern Pacific streamliner in 
motion are the best train shots I've ever seen.) 


at 
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, Human Pity 


Grahame Greene’s “THE HEART OF THE MATTER,” 
one of the best novels of the last decade, has been made 
into a fine picture by Director George More O’Ferrall in 
an English film at the PAGEANT and RICHMOND. Trouble 


is, it might have been a great picture. 

Greene’s probing into human pity anf? 
the extremes of conscience in a sensitive 
and pious man was a difficult job to tackle 
for a film drama, in spite of the wealth 
of character drawing and the absorbing 
story line. The abstractions of Major 
Scobie’s soul-searing wrestling with his 
religious conscience and his balancing of greater and lesser 
evils are certainly difficult to illuminate before a camera 
in a realistic film unless the script were to grow too wordy. 
But Trevor Howard’s remarkable performance and Ian Dal- 
rymple’s script make it beautifully lucid, moving and subtle 
up to the point of the denouement, when it fails. 


Scobie, deputy police commissioner in a British West 
African port, a kindly and just man, finds himself caught 
between two women, neither of whom he can bear to hurt. 
His compassion for his complaining, shallow wife compels 
him to keep up a pretense of loving her. When his wife, 
unable to stand the rigors of the equator, goes for a visit 
to South Africa, he falls deeply in love with, and has an 
affair with an affectionate, sensuous Viennese refugee girl 
rescued from a torpedoed liner (it is wartime). He knows 
he must give her up when his wife returns, but cannot 
endure the girl’s grief. His pity for his wife has led him 
into being blackmailed into betrayal of his police duty by 
a smuggler. But he goes beyond that for her—he blackens 
his soul, according to his Catholic beliefs, by violation of 
the sacrament of Communion by taking it without absolu- 
tion. Then, to give the two women at least some ordered 
life and finally resolve the insurmountable dilemma, he 
prepares’ to commit the final unforgivable sin of suicide. 


It is at this climax that the script, possibly through 
timidity, loses clarity and logic. Scobie’s taking of Com- 
munion is passed over with a simple statement he had done 
it, neglecting all the fearful agony he suffered. The suicide 
is evaded in melodramatic manner-when some native toughs 
kill Scobie at the last minute, leaving the whole point beg- 
ging. The irony of the fact that Scobie’s wife knew of his 
unfaithfulness anyway, isn't incisively shown. Completely 
neglected also is the further bitter frony of the book’s 
ending when Scobie’s efforts to disguise his suicide to save 
his wife anguish also come to naught. Scobie’s motives are 
left abstruse, unless one has read the book. 

But the film is still distinguished for its first two-thirds 
and for Howard's superb performance. Maria Schell is also 
excellent as the Viennese girl, and Elizabeth Allan, Peter 
Finch, Gerard Oury, George Coulouris and Denholm Elliot 
round out a good cast. 


And They Do Mean Violent 


“THE VIOLENT MEN,” at the ST. LOUIS, has no 
trouble making {ts point, and without any subtlety. It’s 
about violent men in the Old West, by George, and violence 
we have from the very first scene, when a sheriff is shot 


in the back on the street by a cold-blooded 
killer until the end, when Barbara Stan- 
wyck, as a sort of horse-opera Lady Mac- 
beth, is pumped full of lead by a woman 
rival. 

We have that old standby, the land- 
grabbing cattle baron, Edward G, Robin- 
4 son (Barbara's husband), who is driving 
out the farmers and small ranchers by intimidation and 
murder. We have the stubborn small man, Glenn Ford, a 
former Union cavalry officer, who refuses to kowtow to 
the tyrant and who reluctantly leads the opposition. We 
have burnings, betrayals, ambuscades, illicit love, plotting, 
slaughter. It’s all good lusty stuff in spectacular .Cin- 
emaScope, and for once some of the fighting tactics in a 
Western (Mr. Ford’s, that is) make sense. However, it is 
strange indeed that a town where at first no one was tough 
enough to dare lift a protesting voice to the cattle baron’s 
bullies should suddenly blossom out with an army of a 
couple of hundred mercenaries all willing to kill and burn 
for a hundred dollars apiece.

“THE FAR COUNTRY,” at the FOX is also a Western, 
or I suppose I should say Northern, as it tells about the 
gold rush in Skagway, Alaska, and the Canadian Klondike 
at Dawson.

ANKOVIC grew up in an 
atmosphere of polkas for 
fun. The son of a Yugosla- 

vian blacksmith,.he was born 

in Davis, W.Va., July 28, 1915, 

but spent his boyhood in a 

Cleveland Slovenian settlement 

where every wedding, party and 

event featured an ac- 
cordion player. 

“I useti to sit around and 
watch the accordion player until 
finally when I was 9, my folks 
got me an old German style 
three row button accordion,” 
Frank recalls. “We couldn't af- 
ford lessons but we took in 
boarders at our house and they 
used to sing all the time. I lis- 
tened and accompanied them by 
ear.” 


When he was 16 years old, his 
mother bought him a piano ac- 
cordion strictly against the 
wishes of his father who thought 
the old one was plenty good 
enough.

Rubbed Varnish Finish. 
VERY day hundreds of peo- 
ple set forth to refinish a 
piece of furniture with a var- 

nish: They do everything up to 

and including the application of 
the varnish fine, but when the 
final coat @f varnish is dry they 
aren't too happy with the result. 
The result is usually a very 
glossy. finish ng some 
very obvious brush marks. Now, 
if you don’t mind doing a little 
extra @ork, you can eliminate 
those h marks and change 
that effect into a nice 
dull sheen. Here’s how it’s done. 

After the varnish is good and 
dry, go over it lightly with fine 
steel wool. This will remove 
the brush marks and other small 
flaws. Now get hold of some 
powdered pumice stope, some 
linseed oil, some turpentine and 
.a piece of felt. Put some of the 
pumice stone into a saucer and 
fill another saucer with the lin- 
seed oil. 

Dip your felt pad into the 
linseed oil and then into the 
powdered pumice stone. Now 
start rubbing the finish with the 
pad. Don’t use too much pres- 
sure and work in the direction 
of the wood grain. Use the tur- 
pentine to wipe off the linseed 
oil and pumice stone from the 
work so you can see your prog- 
ress. Try to do the rubbing as 
evenly as possible over the en- 
tire surface.

Vincent Orphan Home, He was 
standing in the room where 20 
years ago he cleaned blackboards 
as his daily chore. Just outside, 
he remembered, there used to 
be an apple orchard and down 
across the busy thoroughfare, 
now garish with neon signs, was 
a wooded area good for picnics. 
No one—and. certainly not 
the young lawyer himself—could 
have guessed then that some day 
he would serve as chairman of 
the board of trustees of the in- 
stitution which was his boyhood 
home.

West, who knew his right-hand 
adversary to be a conservative 
bidder, decided against laying 
down the ace of spades—a for- 
tunate decision for his side— 
and, also shying away from a 
club lead, opened a diamond, 
With such length in West's hand, 
perhaps East could ruff. East 
could not oblige ‘and, incident- 
ally, he would have doubled the 
six hearts for a diamond open- 
ing if he had been void of 
dummy’s suit), but the lead 
nevertheless panned out all 
right. Declarer took out the ad- 
verse trumps, then led his sec- 
ond diamond and discarded two 
spades on the remaining dia- 
monds. Now everything depend- 
ed on South’s guess in the spade 
suit. He led a spade from the 
board and, after wracking his 
brain for an inspiration, finally 
put up the king. West won, and 
South was left high and dry with 
the second spade loser. 

South neglected one little 
move that couldn’t possibly go 
wrong and which might produce 
valuable information. At Trick 
2, instead of rushing to take out 
trumps, he should have led the 
king of clubs from the table. It 
is virtually certain that East 
would have covered the king 
with the ace, and once South 
learned who had the club ace, 
he could assume with a fair de- 
gree of assurance that the other 
defender had the spade ace. 
Thus, after ruffing the club, it 
would become logical to draw 
trumps, discard the two spades 
on the diamonds. and then lead 
up to the spade jack. 

The corollary is, of course, 
that East should swiftly play low 
on the club king, to conceal his 
ace, but there aren't many de- 
fenders of that grade.
